Most of the land fighting has been done by the Filipino 
scouts and the Filipino constabulary, those long-established 


elite native troops for whom 


officers hae the greatest respect. , 


They are officered by Americans. 

There is no lack of water either 
on Corregidor or Bataan Penin- 
sula. On Corregidor recently, 
new wells were developed which 
have proved highly satisfactory 
and in both »laces during the wet 
season there is far too much 
water. 

If you ask why the Filipino 
troops fought so well, the one an- 
swer was “because they suffered 
some casualties, because the Japs 
killed and wounded them and they 
didn’t like it-and got mad and de- 
cided to make killing Japs their 
principal business and they 
done it, [ assure you, in a highly 
scientific butcher-like Manner.” 

“Food is not bad, but the worst 
deprivation is doing without fresh 
vegetables and salad. There is no 
scurvy, although we used neither 
medically-prepared vitamin tab- 
lets nor lime juice. Our health 
may have been helped by the fact 
that we had some canned toma- 
toes, beans and peas.” 

Japanese Treatment, 


In answer to the query as to 
how the Japanese were treating 
the people in the occupied Philip- 
pines such as Manila, the answer 
was: 

“The natives are being treated 
pretty well, for the Japs want to 
drive a wedge between them and 
the Americans, but for the most 
part they remain loyal to us. The 


‘Japs have killed too many Fili- 
'pinos to arouse much enthusiasm 
'for them.” 


This brought the question how 
the besieged people in Bataan 
peninsula could find out what was 
going on in Manila. That brought 
the answer: ‘“‘We get the Manila 
papers three days after publica- 
tion. We have our people every- 
where.” 

Finally in answer to the ques- 
tion whether it was true that the

ESPANOLA, Ont., March 19.— 
(P)—A magistrate’s court was told 
today how five Canadian girls ex- 
changed love letters with German 
prisoners in a northern Ontario 
internment camp and how one of 
them sent a Nazi’s letters out of 


the country and bought a camera | 


for him. 


The girls, all aged 15 and 16, | 


pleaded guilty to charges of com- 
municating with the prisoners. 
Sentences were suspended after 
|they had been reprimanded. 

Magistrate E. Arthurs said the 
'girl’s action in sending German 
‘letters to the United States “may 
mean the loss of thousands of lives 
overseas.” 

Corporal Mack Burger, of the 
Roval Canadian Mounted Police, 
testified the connection between 
the prisoners and the gir!s began 
in February, 1941, when one of the 
igirls smiled at a prisoner at a 


hockey game and began writing to 
him. 

One girl said she got her first 
letter from a German through her 
father, a guard at the camp, and 
her father delivered her answer 
and three other letters. 

Another girl testified one of the 
|prisoners had kissed her. 
| How the prisoners moved with 
‘such freedom and how they got 
‘letters and a camera in or out of 
|the compound was not explained. 
| However, the girl whc bought the 
i'camera said she was afraid not to 


|help the prisoners because a guard | 


‘had told her the Germans would 
stay in Canada after the war “and 
would doubly punish us_ when 
they got free if we didn’t help 
them.”

It is plain that the 
distinctive feature in this hyphen- 
ated word is the first word, Coca, 
and not Cola.”

Issues Warning 


On High Rents 


Ceiling Set by Govern- 
ment Is Possible, 
Mayor Says. 


Special to THE CONSTITUTION. 

MARIETTA, Ga., March 19.— 
What is described as “excessive 
and apparently unjustified”  in- 
crease in rents here, is causing 
much interest and concern. Mayor 
L. M. Blair stated today that it 
would “become the position of the 
city to prevent unjustified in- 
crease in rentals by taxation or 
regulation.” He also pointed out 
that the federal government will, 
without doubt, place a rent ceiling 
f wumwarranted increases’ con- 
tinue. 

Examples of such increases in- 
clude one instance where a local 
employe, a tenant in a house for a 
year and a half, with two sons in 
the military forces and another in 
high school, had his rent raised 
from $20 a month to $50 a month. 
Another instance concerns an 
apartment owner who jumped 
rents from $2.50 to $5 per apart- 
ment without any recent improve- 
ments.

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Russia Moves 


To Cultivate 


Allidle Land 


Factory Workers Begin 
To Grow Part of 
Food. 


By ERIC McLAUGHLIN. 
MOSCOW. March 19.—(NANA) 
The Soviet government today an- 
nounced that for the duration of 
the war coilective farmers would 
be permitted to cultivate land ly- 
ing idle on other farms and to 


harvest crops from this land. 

This announcement is a notable 
departure from precedent and one 
of the many indications here of 
the importance the government at- 
taches to agricultural production 
and its determination not to neg- 
lect any measure which will as- 
sist in building up this production. 

Simultaneously with the an- 
nouncement, newspapers publish- 
ed articles designed to stimulate 

agricultural efforts of individuals 
and enterprises so that they can 
assume responsibility for at least 
a portion of their own food re- 
quirements. 

Workers Co-operate. 

Pravda, official organ of the 
Communist party, quoted a letter 
from factory workers at Saratov 
in which they said: “We con- 
sider that we have all the possibil- 
ities to relieve the state of the 
burden of supplying the workers 
in our factory with vegetables, po- 
tatoes and, to a considerable ex- 
tent, milk and meat. In wartime 
we should not depend on supplies 
from the state.” 

The letter said that factory 
workers with land not considered 
fertile in one year created a farm 
on which they produced sufficient 
potatoes, cabbage, tomatoes, cu- 
cumbers, onions, carrots, beets and 
nursery in addition to a number of 
individual workers. The workers 
also provided a substantial amount 
of meat from a herd of 85 pigs 
and large quantities of milk from 
£1X COWS. 

Producers Paid. 

Pravda said this was the first 
example of achievement _§ since 
Presidium Chairman Mikhail I. 
Kalinin’s appeal to the nation for 
increased agricultural production. 
It added that steps were being 
taken in all regional Soviets to 
tap all available sources of food 
supplies including the individual 
holdings of farmers and collec- 
tives Producers will be paid 
for their labor “in kind” and if 
they have a surplus beyond their 
own food needs they can sell it 
for cash or barter it for secondary 
needs. 

To attract farmers to markets in 
towns and cities, special facili- 
ties are to be provided to make 
the task of disposing of their goods 
easier. In Moscow, for instance, 
special steps have been taken to 
permit farmers to remain over- 
night at reasohable rates for food 
and lodgings. Similar arrange- 
ments have been made in other 
cities.

Statements by local leaders of the AFL and 
the CIO that neither labor organization will 
do anything to interfere or delay the training 
schools for prospective workers in the Bell 
bomber plant to be erected here, should be 
accepted with acclaim by all Atlantans. 

There had been some alarm over revelation 
that some branch of organized labor had caused 
delay in the acquirement of necessary equip- 
ment for these schools. It. was believed this 
delay was due to a looming labor conflict on 
union jurisdiction over workers in the new 
plant. 

Now we are assured, by Albert W. Gossett, 
president of the Atlanta Federation of Trades, 
speaking for the AFL, and by Charles H. 
Gillman, regional director of the CIO, both will 
observe a “hands-off” policy in regard to the 
training schools so long as they are conducted 
without bias. That they will be so conducted 
goes without saying. 

All that matters is that sufficient workers 
to operate the bomber plant at full capacity 
be sufficiently trained to take over the jobs as 
soon as they are ready to operate. We want 
bombers, machines to drop death upon our 
nation’s enemies. That is all. We don’t care 
whether the men and women who make those 
bombers are union members or not. We don’t 
care whether they affiliate with AFL, CIO or 
neither. We don’t care whether they are 
Baptists, Episcopalians, Methodists, Presbyte- 
rians or whether they belong to no church at 
all. We don’t care whether they are Democrats 
or Republicans. 

All we care about is that they shall be 
capable for their jobs and that they shall turn 
out completed bombers, ready to take off from 
local airports and join the fighting forces of 
the Allied Nations, as rapidly as possible. 

We now have assurance there shall be no 
delay in the training. All right, let’s go ahead 
and roll the first completed bomber out of the 
plant at the earliest possible date.

Relocating Americans 

It has become necessary, for the safety of 
the nation, to permit Army authorities to order 
evacuation of any essential defense areas by 
the civilian population. 

This is of especial importance in California 
where, it has been discovered, much property 
in areas adjacent to vital defense projects has 
been acquired through purchase by Japanese 
or other enemy aliens. 

It is elementary to require that these be 
removed to places where they can do no harm 
to the national defenses. 

In addition to enemy aliens, however, 
considerable numbers of Americans have had to 
be removed from areas needed for war produc- 
tion or for the defense of the nation. 

President Roosevelt has now created a “War 
Relocation Authority,” with the responsibility 
of finding suitable places where these uprooted 
civilians, aliens and Americans alike, may find 


‘comfort and an opportunity to work for a 


living, but in locations where sabotage against 
any feature of the national war effort is impos- 
sible. 

It is probable that work for these persons 
will be found chiefly in agricultural pursuits. 
They would thus contribute to the production 
of the vast quantities of food stuffs which must 
be grown as a part of the World War program. 

It is, in any event, but just and in accord- 
ance with national ideals to provide that no 
hardship shall fall upon these persons who 
find themselves homeless and, in many in- 
stances, jobless merely because of the turn of 
fate that made of their home locality a vital

MUCH MISUNDERSTANDING WASHINGTON, March 19. 


There is a lot of misunder- 
Standing over the country about the labor situation. Too many 
people are falsely disturbed about it. Letters are pouring into 
Washington demanding that congress pass legislation doing away 
with the 40-hour week. The impression exists 
that there are too many strikes affecting the 

national war effort. 

Whether the agitation has been inspired by 
professional labor-baiters, congressional ora- 
tory, Or an organized movement, the results 
have been the same. It has brought about 
what President Roosevelt has been called upon 
to denounce as “‘the amazing state of public 
misinformation” on labor. 

Any labor disturbances during times of war, 
of course, are unpardonable. The country re- 
sents work stoppages on account of strikes in 
the same degree it would a breakdown in law 
enforcement agencies. None of it is to be con- 
doned. Ample machinery has been set up to 
adjust whatever differences arise over hours of 
work, pay, or conditions of labor. 

But the labor situation throughout the coun- 
try is and has been (since Pearl Harbor) far 

better than the public apparently. realizes. 


Disturbed over this misconception, the President at his most 
recent conference exploded the fiction that labor troubles are 
menacing production. His sources of information are more com- 
plete than anyone else’s in the country, and he declared there is no 
strike problem because virtually nobody is out on strike, 


EXAGGERATED HANDLING  Assailing the exaggeration 

of scattered unauthorized 
labor stoppages, Mr. Roosevelt cited the action of one of the New 
York papers in playing up on the front page news of a strike of 
15 metal polishers, Handling strike developments in that fashion 
tends to excite the public and give a false impression of what is 
going on. 

Actually, as the President pointed out, fewer men are out on 
strike in the United States today than anywhere in the world, with 
the exception of Germany, where labor is regimented. There is 
just no basis for all of the agitation. American labor has responded 
to the needs of the hour as patriotically as any other element in 
our national life. It may have been a little slow to realize the 
importance of production before Pearl Harbor. A lot of other people 
were also. But since then it has delivered the goods, 


There simply isn’t any justification for the criticism now being 
made.

TRUNK MURDER = Trunk murders, I think, usually are dis- 


covered in the spring. Indeed, to the old- 
time newspaperman, a trunk murder was a sort of harbinger of 
spring. There was just no explanation of it. They were like the 
robihs. I recall that the very first newspaper story of any magni- 
tude on which I worked as a police reporter 
was a trunk murder. The young lady had lived 
some years in Nashville, Tenn., where I was 
doing my first newspaper work. She had been 
a waitress in a restaurant. Someone shipped 

her to Detroit in a trunk. . 
I recall that when the Associated Press dis- 
patch came in disclosing the young lady to 
have been a Nashville girl, that Mr. James G. 
Stahlman, my city editor, was profane and 
urgent over the telephone. A Nashville address 

had been found on the young lady 

Out in the hall of the police station were 

several bicycles recovered from thieves and 
awaiting their owners. I took one of them, 
wheeled it out, mounted and went hurrying to 
the address which was a mile from the police 
station. I learned, that.long ago, not to call a 
taxi when in a hurry. 

At the address a blowsy, fluttery woman 
with hands like ZaSu Pitts gave me some kodak. pictures of the 
young lady—all she had, indeed. She also contributed some Kindly 
words about the young lady. 

I left, still panting, because I knew Mr. Stahlman, now a come 
mander in the Navy on leave as publisher of the Nashville Banner, 
was panting.

It. seems to me trunk murders 
are symbolic. You may, for in- 
stance, take Truth by the throat. She will not be silent. She will 
gurgle and fight. Indeed, if you loosen your grip she will scream. 

Still, you may squeeze Truth’s neck until she is still. You may 
then stuff her into a trunk. It may be a gaudy trunk. It may be 
a magazine with gaudy colors, done by the best artists. Or, it 
may be a book, Or it may be a newspaper article. Or a radio 
speech, 

But one day someone comes along and finds the trunk and lifts 
off the lid and steps back horrified, saying: 

“Here is Truth murdered. And what a brutal job it was! And 
how odd it was someone did not find this murder before now.” 

Then, there always is a hue and a cry. 

The Versailles Treaty, although it had some good aspects, nev- 
ertheless was a sort of trunk murder. With the war done, the 
cynical Clemenceau and George stuffed Truth into a figurative 
trunk and slammed down the lid. 

There were peculiar odors smelled for a good many years. It 
was not until the lid was thrown open that we all realized how 
very bad a job had been:done. There was Truth, and also reality, 
bludgeoned to death. 

There are all sorts of trunk murders. Indeed, we carry it into 
many small things. We think if we can just slam down the lid, 
all will be well. There may be an odor or so, but the lid does it. 

That is, until the lid is raised. 

It is well to remember, though, that Truth never dies without 
a struggle. If you take Truth by the throat she will scream. And 
even after you have closed the lid to the trunk, you cannot be 
sure that someone won't lift up the lid. 

One of the things that worries me 


DON’T SLAM THE LID 
today is the number of persons who 


are sO anxious to slam the lids on so many varied trunks in which 
lie some mangled, hastily murdered problems. 

There are trunk murders uncovered after every war effort. 

There are those who want to slam the lid on the corpse of the 
40-hour week and they don’t care what happens to it or what the 
truth is, just so the lid can be slammed. It’s got to be changed. 
But we don’t need a trunk: murder. 

I wish I could be so sure about things as all the wrathful gen- 
tlemen with their hands on trunk lids, shouting for someone to 
hurry up and stuff the victim into the trunk. 

The 40-hour week isn’t enough work hours, but people already 
are working more hours. The truth is, we already are producing 
more than we can ship. But not more than we need. There are 
shortages. Production isn’t in gear There are shortages and 
overlapping authorities and agencies. War does that at the start. 

We can work out the problem of more work hours in a sensible, 
realistic manner without jumping in with some hasty legislation 
which will be wrong in many respects and which will have to be 
amended after a great deal of bitterness. There are no defense 
strikes at present and there isn’t any wisdom in listening to those 
red-faced men with their hands-on trunk lids. Some day we'll 
have to lift the lid. 

We've got to work more hours and produce more goods. 

But whatever we work out has got to touch all points of the 
problem and not just one. 

That’s a good thing to remember.

The awful truth is that America IS: losing the war, and there ig 
nothing little people can do about it except look on in helpless rage. 

The big shots are running things. And they know full well we 
are losing. They say with complete truth that our chief problem is 
one of production—to make enough weapons and build enough ships 
to carry them, 

They know, too, that we are failing to produce. 

In 1918, when America was awake and organized, 89 of every 
1,000 Americans were engaged in war work. 

Now, when the job is infinitely bigger and our very lives depend 
upon doing it with the utmost speed—when we Know that this year 
may seal our fate forever—the latest reported figures show that less 
than half as many are doing war work. And these are limited by 
law to 40 hours a week, We are saving our “social gains” by 
inviting slavery. 

Do you rede what 
will do to us? 

The Japs would take the Philippines, the Hawaiian Islands and 
Alaska, and divide control of the Panama Canal with Hitler, thug 
holding us bound and strangled. 

They would take all of our fighting ships, our arms, our planes 
and our machines and tools used to make weapons. 

They would divide our gold and silver hoard with Hitler, leaving 
us bankrupt, buried in debt and our money worthless. 

They would require us to deliver, in years to come, vast quanti- 
ties of steel and oil and food. 

They would quarter soldiers in our cities to insure compliance 
with their demands. And they would require us to treat our 
conquerors as superiors or suffer awful punishment. 

These are minimum terms; and what Hitler would require of us, 
only Satan himself can imagine. 

It isn’t a pleasant thing to think about, but we’ve got to think 
about it until the dread of it prompts us to double and treble our 
effort to produce weapons and ships—not next year, but now. We 
are wastings time—machines are standing idle—and the penalty for 
wasted time is defeat.

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Life in Desert 


Quiet as Lines 
Await Action 


Next Move of Nazis in. 
Libya Believed Based 
on Soviet Battle. 


By JOHN A. HETHERINGTON 
For North American Newspaper Alliance. 
CAIRO, March 19.—The desert 
front, from which I have just re- 
turned is still quiet and there is 
no indication of immediate re- 
newal of heavy fighting there. 


Some idea of the uneventful- 
ness of daily life in the war area 
at present may be gained from the 
fact that a Libyan village still 
Stands in the middle of the 25- 
mile-wide no-man’s land separat- 
ing the Allied and Axis front 
lines. The villagers with typical 
Libyan indifference to the danger 
of injury if the battle should de- 
velop just flatly refuse to move 
out and they go about their af- 
fairs as though the war was a 
thousand miles away- from them 
instead of literally on their door- 
steps. 


The South Africans who go out 
on daily armored car patrols, 
sometimes supplement their desert 
rations by dropping into the vil- 
lage and buying eggs from the vil- 
lagers. These Libyans profess 
strong pro-Ally sympathies but it 
is shrewdly suspected that they 
sell eggs with equal. enthusiasm | 
to the German patrols which come | 
out into no-man’s land. is 

General Erwin Rommel’s visit 
to Rome might be the prelude to 
more vigorous action by the Axis 
forces in the near future. It is re- 
ported here that Rommel is com- 
pleting arrangements which will 
give him supreme command over 
all Germans and Italians in Libya. 
In other words, Rommel! officially 
will hold the position which he 
occupied for all practical pur- 
poses ever since he arrived in 
Libya. 

Rommel’s task in Libya is not 
particularly enviable. He faces a 
solid British line. Observers who 
have seen it think this line gives 
him no chance of breaking through 
by means of his familiar tactics. 
He might alternatively try to turn 
the Allies’ flank but he knows this 
would bring his German Panzers 
and Italian mobile forces to grips 
with British armored strength. 

It is not unlikely that any new 
German push in Libya would be 
timed to coincide with a possible 
Axis thrust towards Syria and 
Palestine through Turkey. But the 
resoluteness of any future enemy 
moves in the Middle East must 
largely be governed by events on 
the Russian front. It seems un- 
likely that the Nazis will be able 
to divert any considerable forces 
from Russia for many months, if 
at all. 

One branch in which Rommel] 
has had fairly substantial rein- 
forcements is-in the air but the 
Royal Air Force still holds superi- 
ority. There is an occasional straf- 
ing raid on the British lines but 
generally the Axis troops are suf- 
fering far more severely from air 
attacks than Allied soldiers. Brit- 
ish squadrons have taken aa- 
vantage of the recent lull to have 
their aircraft reconditioned after 
their gruelling campaign and with 
the return of these temporarily 
immobilized planes to the battle 
front the Allies definitely are on 
top in the air.

MY DAY: Of Japanese Control 


By Eleanor Roosevelt. 


NEW YORK CITY, Wednesday.—A young Korean girl, Miss 
Grace Kim, brought me a silk flag yesterday as a token of the 
e ° . 
devotion which the Korean people feel to the cause of liberty. I 
could not help thinking of some of the prop- 
aganda in this country, inspired, of course, by 
the Japanese government, which has tended to 
make people feel that race equality would be 
immediately recognized in any. realm under 
Japan’s control. 

The Koreans would like to bear witness to 
what it means to be under Japanese control. 

Race equality does not enter into it. A sub- 
jugated race does not have a happy time. 

My Latin-American student guests turned 
out to be mature men and women, many of 
whom are already practicing their professions. 

They had come here to Columbia University to ae 
make more contacts and to gain knowledge on some very specilie 
points which would increase their usefulness.

The Secret of Making 
(food Pie Crusts 


For some reason, many women attach a sort of a mystery to the 
making of pie crust and even some of the best cooks contend they 
simply cannot make nice, flaky pie crust—that they never can depend 
on it’ turning out as they wish it. You, yourself, may be one of these 
people, for it seems to me that every week we have some call or letter 
asking for advice or help on this one subject.

Actually, pie crust is not at all difficult to make and make right. 
Use a reliable recipe, always be sure to follow it exactly, and keep 
on trying until you get perfect results. Don’t work too hard over it— 
pie crust requires what old-fashioned cooks called “a light hand.” 

There are many kinds of pies, but in all those using pie crust, the 
basic crust recipe is the same. You may bake the crust separately, 
making a pie shell which is filled, after baking, with a cream mixture, 
used for chiffon pies that depend on gelatine for thickening, or filled 
with fruit. There are criss-cross pies, open faced pies, deep dish pies 
and plain, two-crust pies, each named for the manner in which the 
pie crust is used. 

The ingredients needed for piecrust are simple: flour, shortening, 
salt and water. Use all-purpose flour or pastry flour, sifted before 
measuring and sifted again after measuring; lard, butter, vegetable 
shortening as you prefer, or a mixture of these; and very cold water. 

A good gentral rule is 1-3 cup shortening to each cup of flour. 
For a medium sized, double crust pie, use 3 cups sifted flour, 1 cup 
shortening, 1 teaspoon salt and about 1-2 cup very cold water. Put 
the flour, sifted with the salt, into a bowl. Drop in the shortening and 
rub it lightly into the flour with the tips of your fingers or with a 
fork, or chop it in with a wire pastry cutter. This latter may be bought 
in almost any housewares department and is a handy little gadget. 
When the shortening has entirely disappeared into the flour and the 
mixture looks like coarse cornmeal, add the ice water a little at a 
time, mixing the whole thing with a fork. Add just enough water to 
make a stiff dough—the exact amount is impossible to give as it 
depends on the type and kind of flour used and the amount of liquid 
in the shortening, but approximately it is 1-2 cupful. When the dough 
'is mixed, put it on a lightly-floured board, pat lightly, then roll 
quickly and lightly with a circular motion from the center out. This 
is where many people court failure—they bang down the rolling -pin 
and work as though they were rolling rubber! Be as quick as you can 
and work with that “light hand” that I mentioned above. Very little 
pressure is needed to roll out the dough. 

If you are making a two-crust pile, cut the dough 
each piece separately. ; : 

Bake pie crust in a hot oven. Pie shells require about 15 minutes 
baking; double crust pies anywhere from 30 to 60 minutes depending 
on the filling. Reduce the heat for two-crust ples after the first 20 
/minutes or when the pie begins to brown. : 

Fresh Rhubarb Applesauce Pie. .

Press the 
edges firmly together, prick the crush In the center, trim off any 
excess crust from the sides. Bake the pie in a hot oven 429 degrees, 
for 15 minutes, then reduce the heat to about 350 degrees and continue 
baking for 30 minutes more or until well browned.

Because of their 
food value it is advisable to serve 
eggs in some form each day. A 
child should have at least one egg 
a day, a grownup at least four or 
five eggs a week. Some.of us 
like to start the day off with an 
egg for breakfast, but the eggs 
count in the day’s food total 
whether they’re eaten for break- 
fast on toast or fluffy pancakes, 
as those pictured, or consumed in 
a soft, delicately flavored custar, 
in cakes or breads.
